WASHINOTON, April 17.—In view of 
the large immigration from the sur- 
rounding states into Oklahoma territory, 
which will be opened to settlement on 
April 23, First 
Assistant Postmaster 
General Clarkson has arranged for their 
accommodation by 
following up as 
speedily as possible the establishment 
of postoffices along the route of the sev- 
eral railroads which penetrate the terri- 
tory. He has also arranged with Second 
Assistant Postmaster General White- 
field for the establishment of Star routes 
from the principal points of the sev^al 
railroads to penetrate the interior and 
along the Star routes he will establish 
postoiBoes as the needs of population 
increases. 


There are now but three postoffices 
within the territory and Assistant Post- 
master General 
Clarkson says that 
within three months there will be one 
hundred fourth class postoffices estab- 
lished there, and that he proposes as far 
as he is able to follow up the progress 
of immigration with 
a speedy and 
prompt delivery of the mails. In his 
opinion in less than six months there 
will be a hundred thousand people lo- 
cated in Oklahoma. 
He 
pronounces 
it, after a thorough travel from one end 
to the other, the garden spot of the west 
and predicts that in less than t\^o years 
it will be admitted into the union as a 
state. 


THE SUFFERING OF BOOHEBS.

The rule prevailed that the 'lowest 
name be dropped at each ballot, and 
soon the fight narrowed down to Hig- 
gins, Webb, Boltz and Skelton, the lat- 
ter leading until the seventeenth ballot, 
when Boltz and Webb dropped out and 
the vote stood Higgins 26, Skelton 21. 


The committee made the nomination 
of Mr. Higgins unanimous and con- 
gratulations were showered on the col- 
onel, for he will have to have a military 
titie to appease the soldier element, who 
are not iu the best of humor, 


Mr. Higgins is in every way quali- 
fied to grace the position of postmaster, 
and his selection meets with popular 
favor for he is personally very well liked 
and always ag^eable in and out of poli- 
tics and business. 


It is the boast of Mr. Higgins' friends

6EN. FRANZ SIEGEL! 


Tbe Orand Ol« SoMler Tender« Ble 
Beoiffnation ato Pension A^ent 
at New York Oity. 


WASHINOTON, April 17—Pension Com- 
missioner Tanner has received the for- 
mal resignation of General S i ^ l 
as 
pension agent at New York city. 
It 
was given orally last Saturday to the 
commissioner, at his home in Brooklyn. 
An investigation of the New York office 
has been going on for some time, and 
last Friday the examiners made their 
report to the commissioner, who was 
then in New York. 
It showed a bad 
state of affairs in the office, but did not 
in any way reflect upon the integrity of 
General Siegel. 
As the commissioner 
expresses it: "The general has been 
too trustful and has been murdered by 
his subordinates." 


The next day General Siegel went to 
see Commissioner Tanner, and the lat- 
ter read the report and assured him that 
it did not reflect upon his honesty. The 
general said he wanted to resign. 


"I tell you," said commissioner Tan- 
ner, "it was pathetic. 
I could remem- 
ber how General Siegel's horse had 
splashed mud over me as I stood in the 
ranks and he galloped along the line 
with his splendid staff, and now he was 
a broken down old man offering me his 
resignation, and so I want the people to 
understand that General Siegel's per- 
sonal record in the New York pension 
office is clean." 


In reply to an interrogatory as to how 
the deficit in the office would be made 
up Commissioner Tanner said: 
"Gen- 
eral Siegel is paying it out of his own 
pocket. 
It is not very large and would 
not hurt him if he was rich, but he is 
not. 
There was one item proven, I be- 
lieve, of $800, but that was many times 
the largest of the lot. 
Most of them 
were small sums." 


It is understood that General Sie- 
gel's resignation will be accepted as 
soon as bis successor can be appointed. 
There are four prominent candidates 
for the place: Mr. 
Conkwright, of 
Brooklyn; Mr. Phinney, of Nester coun- 
ty, and Adolph Schimmel and 
Mr. 
Longworth, of New York City.

WABASH, Ind., April 16.—The famous 
Abbot gusher, owned by the Citizens'

in the Indiana field, being perfectly dry 
and having an output of about fifteen 
million feet daily. Last Saturday the 
well began to show signs of water which 
has since increased in flow, and the Ab- 
bott is now a "wet" well.

NEW YOBK, April 17.—The work of 
moving the wires and poles from the 
streets designated 
Mayor Grant went 
steadily on to-day. 
Operations were 
resumed as early as 6 o'clock. The first 
wires cut were at Twentieth street and 
Broadway, and within an hour eeven 
poles had been cut. 
When Twenty- 
third street was reached the employes of 
the bureau of incumbrances met Fore- 
man Sears, of the Brush Electric Light 
company, with a gang of men, prepar- 
ing to take down their wires from the 
big pole in front of the Hotel Bartholdi. 


Superintendent Bichardson, of the 
bureau of incumbrances, objected to 
this, informing Mr. Sears that he must 
first get a permit. Sears persisted and 
for a time serious trouble was feared. 
The police were called upon and they 
compelled the Electi-ic Light company's 
men to desist. The latter wanted to 
take away the wires cut down by the 
city employee, but were not ^ permitted 
to do so. An arrangement was finally 
reached with Superintendent McGrath, 
of the Electric Light company, 
by 
which he was permitted to take down 
the wires of the company, provided his 
men kept two blocks in advance of the 
city's men in doing the work. Soon a 
swarm of men were busily at work cut- 
ting the wires. 


The electric light company men work- 
ed both north and south along Broad- 
way, between Twenty-third and Forty- 
second streets. Pedestrians on Broad- 
way had to look sharp in order to avoid 
being struck by falling wires. A num- 
ber had their hats crushed, but no one 
sustained serious injuries. Ti'affic along 
tho roadway was greatly impeded by 
the trucks in carting off the dead wires. 
The poles were rapidly cut down as 
soon as stripped of their wires. 
The 
big pole on the corner of Twenty-third 
'street, owned by the Western Union 
company, fell a prey to the relentless 
ax of the city's minions. 


It fell with a crash across the up town 
track of the Broadway road. 
Several 
other poles followed in quick succession. 
The inspector of the bureau of incum- 
brances, said to the United Press re- 
porter to-day, that the wors would be 
carried on with vigor. 
Seventy-five 
feet of wire and a score of poles were out 
yesterday.

Mr. Wright is a native of Wayne 
county, who has given to gentle wrongs 
of tba muse suoh sorap« of time as he 
could qaatdh from the rugged labors of 
a farmer. 
Herein (save, of course, the 
Wayne county nativity) he resembles 
Bums. 


Ifr. Wright resembles Bums again in 
the humbleness, not to say homeliness, 
of 
many of his themes. 
What 
subject of all on which 
Bums 
most 
hung 
his 
rhymes 
would 
seem at first view, by reason of 
its complete every-dayness, less likely 
to submit to the rich Sunday garb of 
poesy than, for instance, the subject of 
advertising for a husband, which is the 
theme of one of Mr. Wright's most nota- 
ble pieces. 


It is perhaps due in part to profes- 
sional instinct, which would naturally 
lend especial interest to anything that 
had to to do with advertising; but, what- 
ever the cause, we confess to having 
found this particular piece—^its exact 
subject is, "Response to an Advertise- 
ment"—^particularly 
entertaining. It 
opens with this stanza: 


Miss 
, I think you quite wise. 


To be a bonny bride, you advertise; 
Since beaux are scarce, and the market in- 
creases. 


With the prettiest, sweetest and gayest of 
lasses. 


It has sometimes been contended that 
scientific truths will never succumb to 
poetic treatment. Yet in the stanza just 
quoted we see the fundamental law of 
political econ(Hny, which is accounted 
the abstriisest and diyest of all sciences 
—the law, namely, of supply and de- 
mand—wrought into verse of most strik- 
ing quality and movement. 
Manifestiy 
all depend not on the material but the 
poet! 


After all, what we most relish in an 
author, whether he be a Milton or 
Wright or any other, is the chance 
glimpses he gives us of himself; and in 
this poem we have in abundance these 
relished glimpses of the poet's own per- 
sonality, as witness the following: 


My stature is tall, not overly slender: 
I claim no blood from royal splendor; 
In modern society I rank quite tony; 
Although my carcass looks a little bit bony. 


I've a dandy mustache Just peeping through the 
hide. 


Which I look forward to with no little pride; 
Black hair, dark eyes and features not rough. 
I'm not too handsome, but Just handsome 
enough. 


An element of the poet, which is ap- 
parently essential, is a lofty, open, free- 
flowing self-confldence. 
Lowell, rt 
will be remembered, notes the presence 
of this element in Milton. 
Mr. Wright, 
too, has it, as appears from the very pre- 
face of his book. 


Within the limits of a single article it 
is, of course, impossiblato even hint at 
all the noteworthy features of such a 
work. 
One can only stroll informally 
through its florescent pages and pluck a 
pansy or a daisy or a sun-flower here 
and there. 
What a scorching temper- 
ance lecture is pronounced in this real- 
istic description in "The Convict's So- 
liloquy:" 


But, oh! that fatal, obscure night. 
When, maddened by incessant drink. 


With dagger in her fair bosom plunged. 
I saw my facile darling sink. 


A stanza in the poem "Love and Fol- 
ly" affords a fine illustration of the dif- 
ference between the livid language of 
poesy and the blunt speech of prose. It 
reads: 


And then he dealt Love such a blow. 


Just o'er the orb of sight, 
Knocking him stone-blind, you know, 
VeUing all in night. 


Now, if this had been in ordinary life, 
what would have happened to Love 
would have been simply getting his two 
eyes blacked. 
In the language of the 
prize ring, however, which seems to oc- 
cupy a position midway between the 
language of prose and the language of 
poetiy. Love's misadventure would have 
been described as the closing of his 
peepers. 


We can not close these all too insuf- 
ficient refiections upon a volume over 
which one lingers and lingers and lin- 
gers, more appropriately than by quot- 
ing two stanzas from a poem which it- 
self describes in a word what the in- 
spired bard has done in the very work 
under review. 
The poem is entitied 
"The Poet Grasped His Magic Pen," 
and it opens: 


The poet grasped his magic pen, 


To picture the passing scene 
That wound its way from the mind's dark fen, 


like a ray of morning sheen. 


His brief thoughts grew to a lengthened dream. 


Bach instance left its tvead. 
Where reason's torch^umined the ream. 


And ghastly phantAns ded.

IMPURE WATER. 
The growing popular knowledge of 
invisible impurities and the deepening 
impression upon the minds of people, 
the necessity of a pure water supply, 
have caused a demand for a simple 
and convenient test. As yet there 
is no certain and reliable 
test by 
chemical analysis. The following tests 
are recommended: "Fill a perfectly 
clean quart bottle half full of water, 
cork and shake it; remove the cork and 
see if any odor can be detected at the 
mouth of the bottle. Cork the bottle 
again and put into « warm place for a 
few hours, or set into a pan of hot water 
for an hour. Shake, unoork, and again 
test by smell. If an unpleasant or faint 
or musty order is perceptible, the water 
requires more minute 
investigation. 
The second simple test is to evaporate a 
quart of water to dryness in a new tin 
pan or cup, and note the character of 
the residue, and what happens when it 
is strongly heated in a metal spoon. If 
the sediment left after evaporation is 
small, and on being burned in a metal 
spoon gives rise only to such an odor as 
comes from burning vegetable matter, 
the water is not greatly contaminated 
with sewage. But if the sediment is in 
pons^derable quantity, ^a^k in color and 
bums, giving off the peculiar odor of 
burning hair or other imimal matter,

month of tho bottle. Cork the bottle 
again and put into « warm place for a 
few hours, or set into a pan of hot water 
for an hour. Shako, uncork, aud 'again 
tost by smell. If an unpleasant or faint 
or musty ordor in peroeptiblo, tho water 
rociulres more minute 
investigation. 


The second simple test is to evaporate a 
qnart of water to drynoss in a new tin 
pan or cup, and note the character of 
tho residue, and what happens when it 
a strongly heated in a motal spoon. If 
tho sediment left after evaporation is 
small, and on being burned in a motal 
spoon gives rise only to such an odor as 
somes from burning vegetable matter 
the water is not greatly contaminated 
with sewage. But if tho sediment is in 
considerable quantity, dark in (iolor and 
rams, giving off the peculiar odor of 
burning hair or other animal matter, 
then the water is foul,"—New
